> The Third Annual Knights Before Christmas event needs to have a 


>structured format and yet remain an informal QSO party to celebrate 
>the season in fellowship on the air. In addition; it should be in the 


>spirit of QRP... i.e. benefit those with the determination,

> This is to be a Christmas Eve contest, but one which allows 


>everybody to participate to the extent that they feel comfortable and

>Computing your score.... Now this is where it gets interesting.....

>Step 1) Select any 1 hour period (your choice) that you want to be

>Step 2) For each contact made, go to one of the online databases on 
>the WEB and <snip> 

>compute the distance between you and the contacted station. 

<snip> and set your 

>score multiplier to 1. 

> 

>Step 3) Record the amount of time in QSO to the nearest minute. 
<snip> 

> 

>Step 4) For each 10 minutes you are in QSO with a given station, add 
>1 to your score multiplier. The first must be a full 10 minutes before 
>the multiplier applies.... After that, it is fair to round off (not 
>round up) to the nearest 10 minute period... for example 14 minutes 
>gets multiplied by 2, and a 15 minutes QSO yields a multiplier of 3.

>Step 5) Total the number of miles for the 1 hour period of your 
>choice. This yields miles per hour so you gotta work long and fast :-)

>Step 7) Divide the number of QSO minutes by 60 to yield active 
>operating time in hours. 


> 
>Step 8) Finally divide the result in Step 6 by the result in step 7 


>and divide this total by your transmitter power in Watts. This yields 
>your total overall efficiency (station and operator) in Miles per Watt 
>hour. 


Cool. Miles per watt = Total miles/Active operating portion of one hour. 
Easy enuf.

>In my so very humble opinion, this is the type of contest we should 
>all strive for... It favors balance, while rewarding those who operate 
>QRP... Lower power may yield fewer contacts, but higher power yields 
>lower miles per watt. Higher power also may yield more contacts and 
>induce a greater computational burden when it's time to derive ones 
>final score :-). 


> 

>I'm considering one other rule, but perhaps we should hear some 
>discussion on it... this one is a band multiplier. It goes like this:

I have had the Argonaut II's 100 watt version, the Delta II Model 536, 
since spring '63. It is identical to the Argonaut II except the PA. 

In my estimation, it has always been a "sleeper" rig since it has most, 
not all, features of the newer offerings by other manufacturers: 

two VFOs, split operation, CW, SSB, FM transmit and receive 

& AM receive. Its frequency coverage is 100 KHz to 30 Mhz. It provides 
48 memories with the latter dozen or so capable of storing splits. 

(More than enough in my experience.) It has RIT (Ten-Tec calls it RX0) 
NOTCH, PBT, IF BW. The IF BW is in the form of the patented "Jones" 
adjustable filter; from 2.5KHz to 500 cycles. There is speech processing, 
a noise blanker, and fully adjustable VOX. It has internal power and 

swr metering; bar graph type as well as bar graph signal strength. It has 
fast and slow QSK and AGC and a front end 20 db RF attenuator. 

Squelch is available for the FM mode. I use the Delta II in the QRP 
regimen by turning down the PWR control for very stable levels at 

& below 5watts. This of course is a moot point when comparing 

Argonaut II. (Ten-Tec provided a step attenuator, Model 290, for 

the Argonaut II; adjustable 5 watts to 10 milliwatts.) I use a Bird 
Wattmeter to confirm the Delta II output power. It has a separate 

12 volt power supply. 


I have an affectionate attachment to it as a very usable and 
dependable rig. It is my main stay and I consider myself a qrp 
operator. The "power out" on my rig is usually set around five 
watts however I am from a strain of radio operators who 
consider 100 watts as "qrp".

can put out 990 milliwatts with the slug in 

one position. Unfortunately, this maximum 
power point is also a maximum BC station 
location as well. 


With the slug tuned to minimum/impersceptible 
QRM from the AM BC stn, the pixie2 cranks 
out an ozone depleting 600 milliwatts. 


I just had two very FB QRP and QRPp qso's. 
One station was running 250 milliwatts 

from his 4040 rig! Geesh, and I thought

I added 100 pF to the coupling capacitor

You bring up a very good topic! 


Back in my younger days I worked off ladders a lot. Here are 
some things I learned.... 


NEVER use a light, cheap ladder. NEVER! Not if you like your 
body. 


When using any extension ladder, remember that there must 
be at least a 4' overlap on the two sections. In other words, 
if you have a 16' ladder you can only use it extended to 12'. 


When you put a ladder up to a roof, it must extend above the 
roof about 3 to 4'. This means a 16' extention ladder will only 
let you get onto an 8' roof safely. And that'n not allowing for 
the angle of the ladder. And don't put the base of the ladder 
too far out from the wall. Feel free to stop by your local 

fire department and ask them how to use a ladder. They will 

be more than happy to show you. They would much rather do 

that then come puck you up later! :-) 


To show that I really do believe in this, I bought a ladder 
3 years ago. It's a Warner (sp?) 20' extention, fiberglass 
that cost a little over $300. 

It's heavy. It's expensive. It doesn't "bow" out while you 
are on it. I feel safe when using it. It's cheaper than a 
fall might be!

It sounds like a bad dream for me!! one i dont like to think about. 
I work in the construction business, namely ive been working as a framer and 
pick-up carpenter. ladders are part of the job, usually ascending them with 
heavy or bulky items (sheets of plywood, nail guns and hose, boxes of nails, 


etc..), i cant stress safety enough!! especially if you are not accustomed to 
working on ladders. 

first of all, dont go out of your limitations!! if you think its too 
high...it probably is. never, never use a cheap ladder!!! it could mean 
injury or death! for me, it means great pain and i can no longer feed my 
family....so it is very important to have good equipment. Werner makes what i 


consider to be the best ladders (there are others if you want to shop around). 
they are not cheap, but neither is your life! 

dont over-extend your ladder EVER! and set up your ladder at a safe angle, 
as soon as its set, make sure all 4 points of the ladder are secure and wont 
kick out from under you or fall to the side....my biggest fear is falling off 
a high ladder. (most framing companies have a policy "if you fall, your fired 
before you hit the ground"). 

and make sure you know what your putting your ladder up against, it must be 
solid. 

and the safety precautions on the side of the ladder arent for 
decoration...read them. 
i think that there should be a law against selling cheap, flimsy extension 
ladders. if you plan on doing any work on a ladder higher than 6 feet...dig 
down and shell out the $$$ and get a good, HEAVY ladder....its worth it! 


oh yeah, watch those power lines, too!! 
i know it sounds like im rambling, but this is a very important thread to 
explore. for those out there who already know this stuff...bear with me, not 
everyone knows about ladder safety and its something that every ham should 
know. its important that this info reaches anyone who plans on going up....the 
proper knowledge can mean a quick safe trip up, back down, then getting on the 
air...instead of laying there dazed, broken and thinking "why didnt i spend 
more time making sure it was safe to do this...ouch!"...or worse!

First a big thanks to all for the useful info the past few months, 
solicited &/or otherwise. I have had my OHR100A on 20meter for the past few 
weeks with many successful long distance contacts. I'm constantly amazed at 
how much can be dome with so little. 


So, now it is time to share some Mods. I've found useful on my OHR100A: 


1. Installed a 10-Turn pot for tuning--SWEET! If you really want fine 
control over your Freq. consider this mod. (I also added an OHR DD-1 for 
freq. read out, very nice.) 


2. I decided that the Passband was a little wider than I liked, so after 
studying the circuit, I replaced R133 with a wire. R133 is part of a 
voltage divider network for the varactor-diode bias in the Xtal filer. With 
R133 in place the bias was about 4.97-1.78 volts, now it is ~4.6-0. By ear 
it seems to decrease the "narrow" setting passband by about 1/2, can't 
really tell about the "wide" setting. Perhaps someone else with all the 
right "stuff" can measure this more accurately. For me it has really helped 
reduce adjacent strong station interference. 


QRPTNP (QRP The Next Project(s)) ;-) 


1. Bought the OHR WM-1 from a friend. So I'm going to add a small, build 
from scratch, regulated Pwr Supply similar to the WM-2. 


2. Ordered a Norcal 40. Meet me on 7040 in about a month or so. 


3. Going to build a SW+ for 30meters (after the Norcal). Going to get brave 
here and "bare board it". Then build my own enclosure and add a Tic-II and 
Freq. Mite. 


4. Some kinda 10 meters beacon thingy ~100mW.
